Applicant petitions the Commissioner to revive the above-identified application under 37 
C.F.R. LI 37 (b) due to Applicant's unintentional failure to submit a timely and proper reply to 
the Notice to File Missing Parts of Application of 9/6/200 1 . 

1 . This application became abandoned on 1 1/7/2001 . 

2. On 9/6/2001, the Office mailed a Notice to File Missing Parts of Application, setting a 
two month period in which to submit the required payment of the basic filing fee, additional 
claims fees, a surcharge for the late filing, a properly signed oath or declaration per 37 C.F.R 
1.63, and requiring substitute drawings and an abstract of less than 150 words on a separate sheet 
of paper. 

3. Applicant filed a Reply to the Notice to File Missing Parts of Application on 2/6/2002 

and included; a petition under 37 C.F.R. 1 .47 (a) with an accompanying Declaration from Kristi 
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Meints, a Declaration and Power of Attorney, a $710.00 basic filing fee, additional claims fees of 
$728, and a $130.00 surcharge for late filing of the filing fee and Declaration. Applicant mailed 
a Supplemental Filing to the mailing of 2/6/2002 which included the signatures of the inventors 
previously unavailable under 37 C.F.R. 1.47 (a) on 3/28/2002. 

4. Petitioner unintentionally did not include a petition for a two month extension, the 
requisite fee for the extension, acceptable substitute drawings, or an abstract of less than 150 
words on a separate sheet of paper in the filing mailed 2/6/2002. 

5. On 3/27/2002, the Office mailed a Notice of Incomplete Reply (Nonprovisional). 

6. No further Reply was filed within an acceptable regulatory time-frame. 

7. The entire delay in filing the required replies to the Notice of Missing Parts and the 
Notice of Incomplete Reply from the due date until the filing of this petition pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. 1.137(b)(3) was unintentional. 

8. Accordingly, Applicant hereby petitions the Commissioner to revive this abandoned 
application. 

9. Included with this Petition To Revive is the $1280.00 fee (other than a small entity) 
required under 37 C.F.R. 1.137(b) and 1.1 7(m), and a Preliminary Amendment including 
substitute Figures and a substitute Abstract having fewer than 150 words.
